SCOTTISH LETTER. 
“THE PRINCE INA TARTAN KILT.

“| * ‘Tho senior Scottish title of the Prince of 


Wales is the Dnke of Rothesay, and at the 
annual dinner of tho Royal Caledonian 
Schools he wore a ‘kilt of the Buta. tartan.

He noticed, too, that the then Duke 
of York quitted the chair a little before 
midnight, and was succeeded by the Duke of 
Sussex, who kept -up the conviviality of 
the evening for some considerable time.
